R ic a ding Banquet 

Reading Division No. 54, National 
Fraternal Society of the Deaf, cele- 
brated the fifteenth anniversary of 
its founding bv holding: a banquet 
at Friedensburg, also known as 
Oley, Pa., on Saturday evening, 
October 11th, 1930. 

Oley is the original name of the 
town, which has less than a thousand 
inhabitants, and is situated in the 
Oley Valley, about ten miles north- 
east of the cilv of Reading.

Post Office Department clings to the 
old name, which has held lor about 
one hundred and thirty years, more 
Or less.
